Laborites (Paole Zion) which was termed “political blackmail” at 
the emergency meeting of the Z.O.A. executive committee here 
guesday, has resulted in a two-week postponement of the voting for 
delegates to the World Zionist Congress which had already been set 


throughout the country for this 
Sunday and Monday. 

Using a technicality, the Paole 
gion and the Mizrachi had asked 
for the postponement at the meet- 
jng of the Central Shekel Board 
jast Sunday on the grounds that 
they were unprepared, but after 
this move had been voted down, 
announced they would boycott the 
yoting. Faced with this situation, 
the Central Shekel Board in a 
meeting Wednesday afternoon de- 
tided grudgingly to postpone the 
yoting to June 30. 

The ZOA executive felt that 
postponement was the only altern- 
ative if confusion was to be avoid- 
ed. The Labor Zionists had threat- 
ened to picket the voting places.

B. Fagan, executive director of 
the Council, said that anti-Semi- 
tic groups here are definitely on 
the defensive. They have been 
unable to grow, no new groups 
have been formed, and none issue 
literature regularly. 

Both Freedman and Fagan 
stressed the need for the Council 
to go into new fields in an at- 
tempt to fight bigotry. Fagan 
said: “Appeals to play fair, to re- 
ject rumors or propaganda, to de- 
nounce hate, to practice tolerance, 
to live democratic or brotherly 
lives are largely futile. Such ap- 
peals, even when bolstered with 
scientific facts, are unable to com- 
pete with emotional hungers and 
bread and butter fears. The only 
reliable foundations for good hu- 
man relationships are mentally 
and emotionally mature human 
beings living in a just, secure, 
and prosperous society. Our over- 
all task is to seek ever better 
ways of establishing and main- 
taining such foundations.”

Wise said he was untroubled by 
the offensive vulgarity but he was 
troubled because it indicates that 
though Truman had appointed the 
whole cabinet with himself in- 
cludedas a commission to deal with 
Palestine, there will be no hope of 
fulfilling the unanimous recom- 
mendation of the Anglo-American 
committee unless Truman speaks 
sharply and decisively to Britain. 
Wise said he was a life-long ad- 
mirer of the British people but 
“unless the British government 
grants 100,000 certificates to the 
Jewish DPs, no promise of Eng- 
land can be trusted. He said we 
have no reason to believe any 
British pledge will be kept.” 


Silver Asks About Loan 


Rabbi Silver said in view of 
the shocking British record of 
broken pledges, American citizens 
have a right to ask their congress- 
men whether the American gov- 
ernment can afford to give a loan 
to a government whose pledged 
word seems worthless. Silver said 
“they should also inquire whether 
American money, including that 
of Jewish citizens who have given 
such superb evidence of their 
loyalty and patriotism during the 
war and whose sacrifices helped 
save the collapsing British empire, 
should be used for backing a gov- 
ernment whose foreign minister 
has repeatedly given evidence of 
virulent anti-Jewish bias. 

Rabbi Silver questioned whether 
Bevin represents the conscience 
and spirit of the British, “but it 
is up to them to repudiate this 
maligner and cheap vulgarian and 
to demand that someone more 
truly representative of them 
should occupy such an important 
post.” 

Crum charged that the mufti 
had been paid in gold by the Nazis 
to continue Hitler’s work. Crum 
demanded that the U. S. A. call 
for the mufti’s arrest and trial as 
a war criminal. 

Monsky said the mufti’s disap- 
pearance appears planned to 
block the implementation of the 
inquiry committee report. 
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Lelyveld Poll Shows Most Congregations Vote F or Zionism

Tells of 2 Rabbis Fired mh Past 2 Months for Siodiaune Attacks Neutrality Stand of Union, Etc. 


“Should the Congregation Take a 
Stand on Zionism? Address de- 
livered at the eighth annual 
Summer Institute of the Jewish 
Institute of Religion, New York 
City, Tuesday.

HE question, “Should the 

i congregation take a stand on 
Zionism?” is academic for most 
American Jewish congregations. 
In the first place, many of them 
already have taken a_ definite 
stand: of 373 congregations re- 
ported in the responses to an in- 
formal poll taken by the writer, 
209 have committed themselves 
on the question of Zionism—205 
in favor of the movement and 
four in opposition. In the second 
place, even among the 164 who 
reported themselves as _ having 
taken no stand, there were many 
who said they had not done so 
because in their congregations 
Zionism was taken for granted. 

“We have taken no stand on the 
Ten Commandments either,” said 
one rabbi. And another rabbi re- 
ported that while his congrega- 
tion had taken no stand, it had 
nonetheless purchased a Zionist 
shekel for every member. Anoth- 
er reported his congregation as 
having taken no stand although 
he added that it had endorsed the 
Palestine resolution of the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Conference! 

Sifting through the remaining 
“no stand” congregations we find 
that all but very few of them are 
Reform congregations which are 
confronted by the practical prob- 
lem of a serious division of opin- 
ion among their members. Here 
silence is the rule for the obvious 
reason that every expression of 
opinion provokes a flare-up of con- 
troversy that threatens the future 
of the congregation. In the last 
three years, at least two Reform 
congregations have split upon this 
ruck and at least two more have 
lost relatively large groups of 
dissident members. In the last 
two months, two rabbis have been 
forced out of their pulpits for pro- 
Zionist utterances and activity. In 
these congregations a code has 
begun to evolve that makes even 
the mention of the word Zionism 
taboo. This may seem to be an 
exaggerated statement, but it 
must be noted that even polling 
the opinion of the rabbinate on 
this question is considered a hein- 
ous offense by those who have 
adopted this attitude of silence. 
My simple request for informa- 
tion as to whether or not the con- 
gregations had taken any stand 
on the question of Zionism 
brought from a professor of Jew- 
ish theology the note: “This is an 
excellent way of promoting dis- 


unity in the ranks of Reform 


Judaism.” 
+ * * 


THE DEFENDERS of a policy 
of silence on the subject of Zion- 
ism support their stand with these 
arguments: 

1—Zionism is a “secular move- 

ment” or a “political move- 
ment” and as such it has no 
place within the synagogue. 
Thus, they say, it is “a mat- 
ter of one’s private personal 


opinion” and the congrega- 
tion should be “above the 
controversy.” 


2—Any stand taken on the sub- 
ject of Zionism will result in 
“majorizing” the minority. 

3—Any definite stand would 
cause a split and so for rea- 
sons of expediency the con- 
gregation must keep silent. 

This first argument must be 
considered in all its implications. 
It seems to mean that activities 
which may be labeled political or 
secular are beyond the purview 
of the synagogue. This would of 
course mean that the synagogue 
should take no stand on questions 
of labor and management, that it 
should keep silence on such sub- 
jects as fair employment practice, 
and that it may take no direct 
part in most of the burning issues 
of our day. The significant thing 
about the use of this argument 
is that it is employed by many 
who would hotly deny the implica- 
tions that flow from it and who 
are not ready to shut religion off 
in a compartment away from the 
swirling currents of daily life. 
They would be among the first to 
affirm that Judaism, both tradi- 
tionally and in its modern expres- 
sion, cannot abide any distinction 
between religion and politics. 

+ * * 

THOSE WHO USE the second 
argument must also recognize 
that it would lead to a position in 
which the congregation would be 
inhibited from expressing itself 
on any major issue. For in a 
sense, every stand results in “ma- 
jorizing” the minority. Many of 
us who are accustomed to finding 
ourselves in the minority on cru- 
cial issues would be loathe to call 
for silence on these issues and to 
remove them from the arena in 
which we would otherwise be able 
to continue the battle for our mi- 
nority point of view. 

As for the argument from the 
standpoint of expediency, it leads 
to another sort of dilmma. What 
is expedient from one point of 
view may be inexpedient from an- 
other. Silence on important ques- 
tions may hold a congregation to- 
gethet, but the price paid for sur- 
vival is high. It may mean loss 
of influence upon the community, 
and loss of power to affect the 
thinking of the younger genera-

Brilish Still near

Truman declared here at a press 
conference that the United States 
is negotiating with Great Britain 
for the immediate admission of 
100,000 European Jews to Pales- 
tine, as recommended by the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry on Palestine last April. 
At the same time Mr. Truman 
acknowledged that Great Britain 
had still not agreed to proceed 
with the resettlement recommen- 
dations and that certain details 
and obstacles, such as housing 
and transportation, must be over- 
come before any action is taken. 
He said Secretary of State Byrnes 
and the British Foreign Minister 
Bevin were seeking to solve ‘the

Although the President made 
the statement in reply to a ques- 
tion why the United States could 
not insist on the immediate ad- 
mission of the 100,000 Jews, it is 
believed Mr. Truman was prodded 
into the statement by a bitter 
debate that had previously de- 
veloped on the issue on the floor 
of Senate. 


might do well to take note of what 
Claude G. Montefiore had to say 
on the role of the Synagogue. 
Paraphrasing Walter Rauschen- 
busch he declared, “If the Syna- 
gogue has no live thought on the 
dominant question of modern life, 
its teaching authority on all other 
questions will diminish and be de- 
spised. It cannot afford to have 
young men sniff the air as in a 
stuffy room when they enter the 
sphere of religious thought.” 

Certainly the Synagogue must 
provide direction on the burning 
issues of the day, and these are 
invariably the controversial is- 
sues. Schism is bad and to be 
avoided if possible. But there are 
worse calamities than schism, and 
one of them is the sterile equivo- 
cation and wilful blindness which 
can only lead to the loss of moral 
prestige. 

* ¢ « ; 

IT MUST BE SAID to the credit 
of the American Rabbinate that it 
has not kept silence on this issue. 
Although 164 out of 373 congrega- 
tions as such have taken no stand 
on Zionism, only 18 out of 363 
rabbis have refrained from com- 
mitting themselves. Of the re- 
mainder, 336 of these pulpits have 
supported Zionism and nine have 
opposed the movement. Very few 
of our colleagues have emulated 
an eighteenth century Chief Rab- 
bi of Dutch Surinam who, Dr. 
Salo Baron telis us, signed a con- 
tract in which he pledged himself 
always to side with the parnasim 
and never to interfere with their 
wishes even if they were opposed 
by a majority of the congregation. 
But at least one response to my 
poll frankly stated that while the 
congregation was almost 100 per 
cent Zionist, the Board of Trus- 
tees was predominantly anti-Zion- 
ist and the rabbi had taken no 
stand! 

Of course it is clear that a pol- 
icy of silence respecting Zionism 
has not always been characteris- 
tic of Reform Judaism. For al- 
most 50 years the Reform move- 
ment took a definite stand on the 
subject in vigorous and unceasing 
antagonism to the Zionist move- 
ment. The utterances of Reform 
preachers and the resolutions of 
Reform rabbinical and lay bodies 
condemned Zionism in terms that 
were not weakened by equivoca- 
tion. This was pointed out at the 
last convention of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
by Rabbi Irving F. Reichert who 
said that the record of the Re- 
form movement’s opposition to 
Zionism was “consistently and 
uniformly unbroken.” 

* * * 

BUT THE TABLE of division of 
Reform opinion was gradually 
turned, Gustav Gottheir, Max Hel- 
ler, Bernard Felsenthal, Stephen 
Wise were among the Reform rab- 





bis who stood out as Zionist lead- 
ers even when Reform anti-Zion- 
ism was most virulent. Describ- 
ing the gradual growth of Zionist 
sentiment wihtin the Reform 
movement, Dr. Barom makes the 
statement that “the decision in 
1930 of the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism ‘to exclude the 
discussion of Zionism’ was a pro- 
fession of weakness rather than 
of earnest opposition.” It should 
be noted incidentally that the cur- 
rent issue of the World Union 
publication contains, one, a state- 
ment of the World Union’s neu- 
trality, two, an anti-Zionist arti- 
cle, and three, a promise to pub- 
lish a Zionist article in a forth- 
coming issue. This position of of- 
ficial neutrality without silence 
is also the position of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions today. 

Most of the controversy at this 
moment stems from the attempt 
of a minority group to prevent 
the adoption of even the nega- 
tive stand taken by the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
that “Zionism is not incompati- 
ble with Reform Judaism.” 
fining what he called true neu- 
trality at the recent convention of 
the Union, one leader of the anti- 
Zionist forces said that under it, 
“no resolution or preject asso- 
ciated in any way with Zionism 
or anti-Zionism would be _ pre- 
sented to this body. Zionism must 
be kept out of our religious 
school text-books and teaching 
materials.” In other words this 
anti-Zionist spokesman identifies 
neutrality with silence. Other 
anti-Zionist leaders are not as 
modest in their objectives. In 
at least four congregations where 
they have a majority, they have 
taken an official congregational 
anti-Zionist stand. The publica- 
tions of the American Council of 
Judaism continue to preach that 
“Jews must choose” and that “Si- 
lence on the subject of Zionism 
means assent.” The president of 
the Houston anti-Zionist congre- 
gation, Beth Israel, speaks vig- 
orously against the attempt to 
make of “Reform Judaism a 
‘m8ther Hubbard’” by failing to 
speak out against Zionism. 


I MUST INCLINE to the view 
that the position of these anti- 
Zionists in condemning silence on 
the issue is morally unassailable. 
As Dr. David Lefkowitz, an anti- 
Zionist rabbi, once said in speak- 
ing of the postion of the Syna- 
gogue with regard to social mat- 
ters “any agency which aims at 
leadership must be ready and will- 
ing to take a definite stand on 
matters which fall within its 
field.” 

There is, it is true, a valid dis- 
tinction between neutrality and 
silence. When there is a division 
of opinion on a controversial sub-

gation or an organization has the 
right to adopt a temportry posj- 
tion of neutrality until the wiq 
of the group becomes clear. The 
interim meust be used for free 
and frank discussion, and for 
careful study. Certainly the Syn. 
agogue has the duty to be the 
focus for such discussion and 
study. The rabbi has not only 
the right but the duty to lead 
his congregation in the direction 
he believes to be true and just, 
and then, when it is possible, to 
lead his flock into activity in sup- 
port of the position to which they 
have been won. The school and 
the educational program of the 
congregation cannot rule out the 
subject of Zionism without ab. 
dicating its major function and 
without seriously injuring its 
authority and its hold on those 
who look for guidance on this 
subject.

RABBI MAX HELLER once 
preached on the text “If at a 
time like this thou wilt be silent 
. . then thou and thy fathers’s 
house will perish,” and thunder. 
ing that “not the silences of cra- 
vens but the words of heroes have 
lifted humanity from rung to 
higher rung,” he concluded that 
“silence means ruin.” 

The current application of this 
text is obvious. The congrega- 
tion cannot shun the chief issue 
of modern Jewish life without 
emasculating itself. True, it can- 
not as a religious institution ride 
roughshod over minority opin 
ions. True, it should never coerce 
anyone of its -foHowers into 
taking a stand which he cannot 
in good conscience accept. This 
argument applies equally against 
automatic Zionist membership 
and binding anti-Zionist basie 
principles. But in no case can 
anything Jewish be deemed alien 
to the synagogue and banished 
from its universe of discourse, 
“A religious movement,” said the 
president of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations re 
cently, “must remain close to 
the currents of Jewish life or 
perish.”

KEEP ON BUYING BONDS 
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New England Resorts Ignore 


State Laws Against

N, Mass.—Discrimination against Jewish clientele con 
tiaues in New England summer resorts, although constant pressure 
by anti-bias agencies has helped to curtail to some extent the use 
of the term “restricted clientele” in advertising of hotels and resorts. 

As in previous years, the New England Advisory Council's 


Hotel and Resort Discrimination 
Committee of the B'nai B'rith 
Anti-Defamation League has re- 
ceived a number of complaints 
regarding vacation resorts in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. — 

Advertising in the vacation sec- 
tions of New England newspapers 
earry the familiar restricted clien- 
tele notation and although legis- 
lation exists in all three states 
prohibiting restrictions in resorts 
against persons on the basis of re- 
ligion and race, these laws are so 
weak that court pressure is not 
yery practical. 

Maine Asks Resorts to Desist 

Louis E. Sidman, assistant di- 
rector of the New England ADL 
office in Boston has stated that 
“quring the past few months the 
committee has met with consider- 
able success in its work in Maine. 
The Maine Publicity Bureau has 
been very co-operative in this 
move by issuing instructions to 
all resorts to remove discrimina- 
tory lines from their advertising. 

“The new brochure issued by 
the publicity bureau has com- 
pletely eliminated all references 
of discrimination. June 1 had 
been set as the deadline for the 
hotels and restaurants to clean up 
their advertisements. - Since that 
date ads carrying those terms are 
not accepted. We are hoping that 
this policy will permeate the ac- 
tions of other similar groups,” 
Mr. Sidman commented. 


Vermont Offers Difficult Problem 


Kt is also revealed that the in- 
vestigation committee has found 
its most difficult problems in Ver- 
mont. Fifty per cent of the fifty- 
odd resorts in that state have a 
policy of catering to restricted 
elientele—and say so in their ad- 
yertising. 

The Jewish Community Council 
of Vermont is in the process of 
eonsidering a movement seeking 
to create legislation to eliminate 
the discrimination. 

Commenting on the situation, 
Robert E. Segal, director of the 
Boston Jewish Community Coun- 
di, has stated that “complaints 
fegarding resort discrimination 
which are received by the Council 
@e handled in accordance with 
Suggestions made by our affiliat- 
@d national agencies. These sug- 
gestions in turn are not ‘off-the- 
euff’ reactions but are based on 
years of experience with cases of 
social discrimination.”

Refugee Doctor Finds 
Hay Fever Remedy 


Jewish Telegraphie Agency 

NEW YORK — The develop- 
ment by Dr. W. S. Loewe, Ger- 
man Jewish refugee doctor, of a 
new drug which provides effec- 
tive relief and a possible cure for 
hay fever, was revealed here. An 


article in the June issue of Bulle- 


tin of the New York Academy of 
Medicine said that Dr. Loewe, 
who is now teaching at the Uni- 
versity of Utah, spent 25 years 
experimenting and _ developing 
anthallan, the new drug. 

Anthallan has been used ex- 
perimentally for two years, and 
in some cases the patients have 
had no recurrence of hay fever 
during that period. In general the 
drug has been 75 per cent effec- 
tive among the patients who 
were used in experiments con- 
ducted by several doctors from 
the Vanderbilt clinic here. The 
drug, which is taken in six daily 
pill doses for a period of three 
weeks, attacks the cause of the 
ailment rather than the symp- 
tom. 


Arthur Meyerowitz Retires

“Only last week, Reuters dis- 
tributed a dispatch from Tel 
Aviv that set many people won 
dering,” the Congress declared. 


“The dispatch stated that nearly 
two thousand Jews from Austria, 
who had come to Palestine be- 
fore the outbreak of the war, had 
applied for permission to return. 

“The report did not seem plau- 
sible at first glance. Even though 
it could be assumed that some 
might wish to return .. . the 
number of two thousand ap- 
peared to be way out of propor- 
tion. It seemed unbelievable, es- 
pecially since all of them had 
come to Palestine at least eight 
years ago, and had in the mean- 
time managed to become inte. 
grated economically and socially. 

“Now it is reported from an- 
other source that the number 
wishing to go back is only about 
ninety, four and a half per cent 
of the figure cited in the Reuters’ 
dispatch. It is highly improbable 
that this error in ninety-five and 
a half per cent was accidental. 
It should rather be looked upon 
as a link in the long chain of 
evenis and actions whose aim it 
is to discourage Jewish immigra- 
tion to Palestine.”

Jewish Commonwealth? 


Issues Statement On Stand 
HE national office of Hadassah, the Women’s Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, is in receipt of hundreds of tele- 
grams and letters from chapters, regions and individuals, ex- 
pressing wholehearted support of the Hadassak slate of delegates 
to the World Zionist Congress. 

The messages indicate that the overwhelming majority of 
Hadassah women fully understand that there is only one issue 
involved in a separate Hadassah slate; namely, that the Hadas- 
sah delegation, representing the large Zionist constituency in 
the world, have the right to register its views, both as a delega- 
tion and as individuals on all issues before the Congress. The 
messages emphasize that the principle of freedom of expression 
must be maintained in Zionist life as it is in American life. 


‘The caucus rule which the ZOA sought to impose on the 
joint delegation could prevent the Hadassah majority view from 
reaching the Congress, in spite of equal representation in the 
joint delegation. For the caucus rule binds the entire delegation 
and every member of it to the view of the caucus majority, 
Under this rule, this is what could happen: If in the caucus the 
majority of the Hadassah delegation holds a view different from 
that of the ZOA delegation, the Hadassah view could not be 
registered at the Congress. Thus the Hadassah majority would 
be suppressed at the very first stage in the discussion of an 
issue. 

oe * * 

IT HAS BEEN ASKED why there should be disagreement 
on issues since Hadassah and the ZOA are both General Zion- 
ist groups. It must be remembered that General Zionism is 
not bound by strict party lines and divergencies of opinion exist 
within General Zionist ranks as to how General Zionist principles 
can be best applied in practice. While Hadassah hopes that # 
will find itself in agreement with the ZOA on Congress issues, 
as it has in most instances at past Congresses, a difference of 
opinion on some issues might arise. It is the right of all delega- 
tions to express their differences. That is what a democratic 
assembly is for. That is the right which Hadassah asked of the 
ZOA in discussions with it on a common slate. That is the 
right the ZOA refused to grant the Hadassah delegation. That 
was the point at which the ZOA broke off negotiations on a 
joint slate. 

Some have wondered why the ZOA objects to a separate 
slate now when it did not in 1937 and 1939. The reason is clear. 
The ZOA did not have a binding caucus rule in previous years. 
It has now established that rule, by which it could bind and 
control the Hadassah majority on fundamental issues. In se 
doing it could easily bind the General Zionist bloek (General 
Zionist delegations from all countries) and thus hold a whip 
over the entire Congress. Some say this is what the American 
General Zionists should attempt to do. Hadassah is unalter- 
ably opposed to tactics by which any party or group could seize 
control of the Congress. While Hadassah will work for adequate 
representation of American General Zionists on the World Zion- 
ist Executive and on the governing and legislative bodies of the 
Congress, it views the use of caucus techniques to silence the 
majority opinion of delegations as hostile to the best interests 
of the movement and contrary to the democratic process. 

* * * 

WORD HAS BEEN SPREAD that Hadassah is an affiliate 
of the ZOA, that it is the “ladies’ auxiliary” of the ZOA. This is 
a perversion of the facts, as everyone knows who is familiar 
with the American Zionist movement of the past twenty years. 
Hadassah is an autonomous, independent organization, with its 
own constitution, its own officers, its own program of work m 
Palestine and America, its own budget and its own dues-pay- 
ing members. Hadassah and the ZOA are separate, distinct or- 
ganizations. 


Nor, as has been irresponsibly charged, is Hadassah going 
to the Congress as a woman’s delegation. It is going to the 
Congress as a Zionist delegation, to speak for 200,000 American 
Zionists, comprising the largest Zionist organization not only 
in America but in the world.

Brifain Denies all; 
Ask French How Come

NDON—Britain has asked 


the French Government for an 
account of the circumstances 
under which the ex-Mufti of Jeru- 
salem escaped from France, a 
Foreign Office spokesman an- 
nounced. 

A Reuters report emphasized 
that the ex-Mufti, though consid- 
ered guilty of offences against 
the Palestine Defense Regula- 
tions, is not regarded by the Brit- 
ish Government as a war crim- 
inal. A Foreign Office spokesman 
said that Britain still wanted to 
place the ex-Mufti on trial for 
his participation in the anti- 
British, pro-Nazi rebellion in Iraq 
in 1941. 

Official quarters here stated 
that the French Government was 
aware that the return of the ex- 
Mufti to the Middle East under 
present circumstances “would be 
most unwelcome” to Britain. The 
London newspapers report that 
the British Legation in Damascus 
denies that the ex-Mufti arrived 
there on a British plane. A Reut- 
ers report from Damascus said 
that the ex-Mufti is not in the 
Syrian capital. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
has denied a report from Cairo 
that the British Government has 
notified the King of Egypt that 
it will not approve the recom- 
mendations of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can inquiry committee on Pales- 
tine. He indicated that Britain 
would not commit herself on 
these recommendations before re- 
ceiving the official views of the 
Jews and the Arabs.

HE MUFTI, whom _ the 

United Press correspon 
dent very accuraiely describes 
as “a master of Middle Eastern 
intrigue and friend of Adolph 
Hitler,” is back in the Near 
East. He has arrived at Damas- 
cus, prepared no doubt to re- 
sume his intriguing. 

Instead of being at Damas- 
cus, the Mufti, if true justice 
were to be accorded to him, 
would be at Nuremberg on trial 
as one of the arch war crim- 
inals. There is ground for be- 
lieving that this Arab demogo- 
gue was one of the main spon- 
sors of the Hitler scheme of 
Jewish extermination. His 
friendship with Hitler was un- 
concealed, and even today the 
Mufti organs in the Near East 
speak of the Allied “Axis,” im- 
plying that it was no different 
from the Nazi-Italian combina- 
tion. 

The United Press reports that 
the Mufti was flown back to 
the Near East in a_ British 
plane. British officials deny 
this, but this dcqial may be dis- 
counted. Certainly Britain 
could have kept him from re- 
turning, if it had half a heart 
to do so. Coming at this time 
when Britain is being called 
upon to implement the recom- 
mendation for the admission of 
the 100,000 displaced Jews, 
there is good grounds for sus- 
pecting that the Mufti’s return 
has been sponsored by England 
as another means of delaying 
action.

Then 
we want you.”

“thinkers,” his leaders. Their 
answer is “NON—.”

B’NAI B’RITH says NON. The 
Reform Union says NON. The 
Council of Jewish Women says 
NON. Their reasons are plausi- 
ble. But, it is the same for the 
“Jewish University” question. 
Very soon, it will be the same 
with all that is crucial. The Zero, 
like a cancer, is eating through 
everything. 

Smugly, the little man is told, 
“We take no stand. Go. Decide 
for yourself.” But the little man 
will mutter, “How can I decide? 
My big-shots can’t. And why 
should I decide? My captains 
won't.” The virtue of not com- 
mitting, not pronouncing, not de- 
ciding—yes, of not thinking—is 
ingrained upon his soul. So, the 
rabbis he seeks, to quote Grabbe, 
are “commentators plain, who 
with no deep researches vex the 
brain.” And his organizations 
“from the dark and doubtful love 
to run, and hold their glimmering 
tapers to the sun.” 

Meanwhile, destiny’s waters 
roar on. Dikes are breached. 
Dully, we labor and sweat to plug 
seme holes. But the flood con- 
suming Israel needs all the wit we 
can muster. And we can’t have 
that without a brain. And the 
brain, when used, leads to de- 
cision, which leads to a stand. 

But intellectually, lay leader- 
ship has abdicated. As for spirit- 
ual leaders—Atlanta shows the 
laity is dragging them along.

have just been reading a memorandum that 
I contained a few of the ideas of Dr. Jacob 
R. Marcus, professor of history at the Hebrew 
Union College. Among them was this one: “I 
believe Reform Judaism should be an evan- 
gelical movement.” 

Well, yes, I thought, that’s something new. 
I hadn’t felt anything stirring in Jewish re- 
ligion for a long time, if ever. Judaism had 
become an old man in a chimney corner, wool- 
gathering in the past. The old man shows 
scarcely any sign of being alive, except in the 
moments when he recalls the great fellow he 
used to be. 

All that most of us know of being Jewish 
today is the pain we get out of it: The reports 
of anti-Semitic utterances, the clinics on anti- 
Semitism (we had one in 
our town recently); the 
Gerald Smiths and the 
similar ilk. 

Or, the matter of be 
ing Jewish has to do 
with something national, 
with political aspirations 
that scarcely interest our 
young who are thinking 
of one world amalgam- 
ated in the brotherhood. 

Nobody ever comes around to speak of being 
Jewish as a joyous spiritual experience, as the 
Christians do of Christianity. If and when the 
current agony of Jews stops, what will be left 
of Jews brought up on the concept that being 
Jewish is just an awful travail? What will 
there be left to be Jewish for? 

The activities of Jewish life are all defensive 
and there is no emphasis at all on Judaism 
as a way of the good life; nothing to suggest 
to young Jews that being a Jew is a lofty ex- 
perience worth attaining. 

The rabbis aren’t preaching this. They them- 
selves are confused and frequently they sound 
like lecturers at the Foreign Policy Association. 
A Jew who seeks comfort from his religion 
finds only the sterile repetition of static 
prayers. 

(I know Jews who, seeking spiritual foot- 
holds, go on Sunday to the New Thought 
Temple. In this they are aware of no confict 
with their consciences, since New Thought is 
not formal Christianity and does not require of 
them to be less Jewish. In the New Thought 
Temple they find the spiritual comfort they 
miss in their synagogues.) 

* a a 

WHY NOT, THEN, an evangelical movement 
in Judaism? An evangelism that would stir 
Jews out of the torpor of their pain, that would 
persuade them that being a Jew was much 
more than to be a fellow whose life as a Jew 
has to do with giving money for this and 
money for that! 

(Though it’s grand enough that we remain 
so generous after all the years of giving.) 

Now if I were a rabbi I would start being an 
evangelist in my own synagogue. I wouldn't 





wait to be called on by some organization or 
feel that my own synagogue was too small for 
my voice. I would try to be a prophet in my 
own house. 

I can well imagine being a rabbi, since once 
I started out toward being one, though I didn’t 
get very far. There would come a Sabbath 
when I arose to speak on the subject: “What 
Does It Really Mean to be a Jew?” 

It had been announced in the synagogue bul- 
letin. I am gratified to discover more people 
in the congregation than on any previous 
Sabbath. It seems that Jews are horribly con- 
fused and aren’t quite sure what being a Jew 
means. Many have come to the synagogue to 
get the answer that day. 

I am no longer the depressed rabbi who 
Sabbath after Sabbath had been preaching 
frustration. I had myself been having doubts 
as to my function in the world, but Now I am 
a new and refreshed man. I am about to em- 
bark on a campaign to convert Jews to the 
Jewish religion. 


4 * * 


I TELL THEM: This is the beginning of an 
evangelical campaign. They are going to get 
Judaism hereafter. We are saving the bodies 
of Jews in Europe but our own souls were 
being corrupted and lost in the fatness of our 
bodies. 

Yes, I would tell them: Judaism isn’t just a 
matter of signing up for campaign contribu- 
tions, or fighting anti-Semites. It can be your 
way of looking. at yourself and your purpose 
aS a man endowed by God. 

It should be your comfort in sorrow, a com- 
forter that is our Psalmist who told us how to 
walk in the valley of the shadow. Judaism 
should raise your head high as a man who 
carries the great spiritual inheritance his 
prophmets gave him; as a man whose people 
stood at Sinai and handed down to him the 
Commandments as an obligation. 

You have been called a chosen people and it 
would be arrogance in you to believe that you 
are special above mankind. You are chosen 
only because in you is the obligation to show 
how men may live on the loftiest plane of 
righteousness; since through you were given 
the Law and the Prophets. 

Have you fulfilled that obligation? Is ethical 
Jusaism the way of your life? In the Sh’ma you 
affirm the One God but do your feet go in the 
Godly ways that have to do with all right- 
eousness and the relations of man to man? 

That’s what I would say and in conclusion 
would announce that on the following Sab- 
bath I would speak on the subject: “How a Jew 
May Live Up to Being Jewish.” 

I might endanger my position. Indeed, after 
my first evangelical sermon a lady approaches: 
“Rabbi, don’t you think you were awfully se- 
vere with us.” 

“Oh, my dear lady, you ain’t heard nothing 
yet.”

That 
is how you came by your name.

As a rule the word “man” 
added to a word signifying a 
saleable commodity would indi- 
cate a merchant.

But your name has a different, 
and I am glad to say, a more ro- 
mantic significance. It is derived 
from the feminine name Peri 
(Pearl). One of your ancestors, 
on the day when the authorities 
summoned him to adopt a per- 
manent family name, recalled 
that his wife’s name was “Perl”. 
He selected the name Perlman 
as an indication that he was 
“Pearl’s Man” (Husband). Perl- 
man belongs to the category of 
names for which a certain fee 
had to be paid to the name—zgiv- 
ing commission.

THE LIVES OF FAMOUS FOLK 





LBERT EINSTEIN’S work in 
formulating the theory of 
relativity has been called the 


“greatest single stride science 
has ever made.” A member of 
the faculty at Princeton univer- 
sity in Princeton, N. J., since 
1933, the long-haired professor 
is devoting the remainder of 
his life to the search for a 
“unified field” theory which 
will embrace all phenomena by 
bridging relativity and quan- 
tum mechanics (mathematics 
of the atom and its parts). 

Einstein was born in Ger- 
many March 14, 1879. He was a 
baekward child and slow to 
talk, but at 14 he had taught 
himself integral and differential 
calculus and analytical geom- 
etry from textbooks. 

Einstein gave up his German 
citizenship in 1901 when he-«be- 
came a Swiss subject and mar- 
ried a Serbian mathematician, 
Milena Marec, by whom he has 
two sons, Albert, Jr., and Ed- 
ward. They were divorced 15 
year later and Einstein mar- 
ried again in 1917 to a cousin 
who died in 1936. 

From the year of his first 
marriage. Einstein taught sue- 
cessively in Swiss, Polish and 
German universities. In 1902 he 
began his research on relativ- 
ity, which, in brief, regards 
time as a fourth dimension and 
explains mass, gravity, inertia, 
space and time. Mathematical 
im origin, its proofs and demon- 
strations are derived mainly 


The non-Ayran, workdére- 
nowned physicist, was expelled 
from Germany im 1933 with a 


Nazi price tag on his head. He 
became the No. 1 war refugee 
when he came to the U. S. In 
1940 he beeame an American 
citizen. 

Einstein lives in a modest 
house in Princeton, wanders 
outdoors im carpet slippers 
whenever he is unobserved and 
never wears a hat. He remarks 
of himself: “What I have done 
personally is much exaggerat- 
ed. What is really beautiful is 
science. It is a great gift if one 
is permitted to work in scienee 
for his whole life.”

ARGUMENTS about “the 
grip” have long been, and still 
are, endless with golfers all over 
the world. And it’s natural to 
debate this difference of opinion, 
for most golfers are more con- 
cerned about their hands than 
about any other part of the 
swing. 

There are several ways of 
holding the club: the overlapping 
grip, cross-handed grip, baseball 
grip and the interlocking grip. 
Players generally remain: loyal 
to the grip they have used the 
longest. But, in moments of des- 
pair, after bad scores, they are 
often tempted to try new ways 
of placing their hands on ‘the 
club. During these times a play- 
er who has used the interlocking 
grip tries to improve his control 
over the club by using the over- 
lapping grip. Invariably the 
switch fails to bring the desired 
improvement, so back he goes to 
interlocking.

At one time or another every 
golfer has experimented with 
different grips without much im- 
provement in his game.

Both 
hands should work as one on 
the club. One hand should not 
Overpower or oppose the other 
at any time during the swing. 
The proper function of the hands 
is had only when the club is 
grasped firmly in the palm of 
the left hand and lightly in the 
fingers of the right, also when 
the hands remain at the same 
angle to the shaft. 

An aid toward mastering these 
essentials is illustrated in the 
accompanying pictures. First 
grasp the club firmly in the 
palm of the left hand, then take 
hold of it lightly with the fingers 
of the right hand. This routine 
can be used with almost any 
kind of grip.

The Editor's Chair 

EVIDENTLY IN RESPONSE to 
the point in a recent editorial in 
which I took up the question of 
the responsibility of an Anglo- 
Jewish paper to the Jewish group, 
someone has sent me an astound- 
ing advertisement from The 
Southwestern Jewish Press of 
San Diego, and at the same time 
a bulletin. The advertisement is 
that of the San Diego Jewish 
Christian Fellowship and very ob- 
viously one of its aims; if not 
the principal aim, is the conver- 
sion of Jews. Somewhere some- 
one has slipped up. One of the 
ads offers “Free, a New Testa- 
ment Showing the Fulfillment of 
Old Prophecies regarding two 
eomings of Messiah and God’s 
plan for the Jews, with references 
for personal investigation.” In 
the pamphlet, put out by the same 
group, there are several object- 
jonable articles, not from the 
standpoint of the misguided peo- 
ple behind this missionary effort, 
but from the standpoint of the 
Jew. *

in Yonkers, New York, of Jewish 
parents who had a rabbinical 
background. At the age of eight 
I entered Hebrew School and at- 
tended until I was thirteen at 
which time I was confirmed (Bar 
‘Mitzvah).”

THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


Oné of the curious institutions 
of the ancient Hebrew common- 
wealth was the sabbatical year. 
Every seven years the fields were 
to lie fallow, there was to be no 
ploughing or sowing; the seventh 
year was to be “a sabbath of 
solemn rest for the land.” In 
academic circles, the sabbatical 
year was established to permit 
the teacher to spend a year in 
travel and study, unburdened by 
and freed from the routine of the 
classroom. It was felt and, I be- 
rightly so, that the mind allowed 
to be fallow from time to time, 
retains its strength and is thus 
better prepared for future intel- 
lectual exertions. 

In the synagogue, we have a 
sabbatical season—from July to 
September usually. This is not a 
period of complete idleness for 
we have our summer services 
and occasionally, meetings,. but 
it is a period when we relax, 








when the tensions of the year - 


subside, and those books we 
wanted to read but could not, be- 
cause of more immediate mat- 
ters, are at hand.with nothing to 
prevent our enjoyment of them. 
I, for one, accept no speaking en- 
gagements during this period— 
one cannot always give out ideas 
without reaching the point of ex- 
haustion. There must be a period 
of ingathering of ideas to work 
over into addresses and sermons. 
That period, for the rabbi, is the 
“sabbath of solemn rest” for the 
mind. 

Increasingly has come the re- 
cognition that vacations are not 
luxuries, which only the rich and 
the favorably situated should 
enjoy, but necessities for all 
whatever the nature of one’s 
work. Surely there is no sense 
in a life of unremitting toil vol- 
untarily embraced. The old idea 
of man as a sort of dray horse, 
knowing nothing but work, work, 
work, merely succeeded in mak- 
ing men dull and uninteresting, 
creatures ploddingly following 
the furrows of the field in which 
they labored. Robert Louis Ste- 
venson once felt compelled to 
write an essay entitled “In De- 
fense of Idleness.” Were he alive 
today, he would not find himself 
under any compulsion to write 
such an essay. We have out- 
grown the idea of the “strenuous 
life” of the pioneer. We can now 
settle down to enjoy life——Rabbi 
Max Meyer.

J. D. C. Should Issue Statement On Poland 


E iagen should be some statement forth- 
coming from the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee in connection with charges that the or- 
ganization is not getting aid to Polish Jewry. 

Most people believe in the_J.D.C., and eer- 
tainly there is no question of its integrity, 
but as in the case of Polish Jews, sincerity is 
not enough. 

After the American army broke into Ger- 
many, there was a period of months when the 
J.D.C. was unable to get to the displaced Jews 
to provide help, despite the fact that they had 
known for several years what to expect. The 
J.D.C. was caught flatfooted, as any chaplain 
on the scene, will verify. 

Now comes Dr. Emil Somerstein to declare 
that the 1946 J.D.C. help to Poland has been 
less than $1,000,000, and then there is the 
cable in the The Day of the breakdown of relief 
activities in Poland, with catastrophe imminent. 

It may be that the difficulties of getting sup- 
plies to the Polish Jews are insurmountable. 
If that is so then the J.D.C. is guilty of a really 
serious dereliction. As far as the American 
Jewish community knows, millions of dollars 
have been provided by the J.D:C. for the Jews 
of Europe, and millions of pounds of goods in 


kind have been shipped. The J.D.C. publicity 
people have worked overtime sending out re 
lease after release on these points. 


Of the fact that this money and this food 
and clothing are not reaching the Jews of Po- 
land, no word has escaped to the American 
Jewish community, which might by protest 
force whatever government is responsible to 
change its ruling or whatever situation to be 
rectified. 

It does not benefit the J.D.C. to have these 
complaints come from Poland after the situa- 
tion gets so bad that human lives are involved, 
A much better public relations program would 
explain impossible situations as they come up, 
and not lull the supporters of the J.D.C. into 
believing that they are providing the food and 
the other necessities. 


It might surprise the J.D.C. to know that the 
American Jewish public is much more mature 
both politically and otherwise than it seems to 
be willing to concede. American Jewry has a 
right to know, and the sooner the rational Jew. 
ish organizations learn that they can trust the 
people who make up their support, the better 
it will be all around. 


Wealth Of Leadership, Not Dearth 


N listing some objections to the plan sug- 
gested in Philadelphia for the type and 
scope of the new body now being considered 
to replace the American Jewish Conference, 
the American Jewish Outlook declares that 
“there is lacking the leadership needed for this 
new organization.” 

Proceeding, the editorial points out that: 
“All available leaders are more or less hope- 
lessly labeled with the name of an existing or- 
ganization; while all potential leaders are 
coming up through the ranks of these same 
organizations.” ‘ 

This viewpoint is not new, but at the present 
it is not warranted by the facts. The United 
Jewish Appeal has just demonstrated that 
there is a wealth of leadership available. 
Many of the phenomenal sums raised through- 
out the country were brought in under the 
leadership of names new to the American 


Jewish community. 

But even the reasons on which The Outlook 
bases its conclusion are not accurate. There 
is an untold fund of leadership in American 
Jewry which heretofore has not stepped inte 
the reins because of the obvious confusion. 
These men, who in a more clarified situation, 
might step to the fore, shrink from exposing 
themselves to the bitterness in American Jew- 
ish life in the same manner as non-Jewish lead- 
ers shun the political arena. 

When The Outlook declares that all available 
leaders are labelled, it is misreading the signs 
of the time. The American Jewish community 
is crying for leadership which will consider 
the community as a whole, and not a part of 
it. That is the cry heard year after year at 
the assemblies of the Council of Jewish wel- 
fare funds and Federations and at the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference sessions. 


Part Press Has Played In U. J. A. Success 


te press in general and the Anglo-Jewish 
press in particular deserves its fair share 
of credit for its part in creating the under- 
standing which led to the giving for the United 
Jewish Appeal which as reported this week is 
already $70,000,000. 

The Anglo-Jewish press has been used by the 
officials of the United Jewish Appeal as the 
vehicle for bringing about the realization of 
the real tragedy in Europe, but in addition it 
must be remembered that over the years the 
collective reporting of this tragedy by the 
Anglo-Jewish press has been its real contribu- 
tion to the success of the U.J.A. 

Unquestionably most Jewish leaders recog- 
nize this. However, L. L. Goodman, a vice-presi- 
dent of the Joint Distribution Committee, took 
occasion to make a thinly veiled threat against 
this paper because he felt the publicity given 
the local Indianapolis drive had not been ade- 
quate. This despite the fact that The Post not 
only has reported through its correspondents 
on UJA drives throughout the nation, but in 
addition has given column after column to re- 


porting the progress of the $100,000,000 drive 
and various announcements and speeches. In 
addition The Post in its local Indianapolis edi- 
tion gave over almost the entire front page of 
the paper for six weeks straight to the city’s 
drive for $500,000, which incidentally has al- 
ready passed beyond that quota. 

There are men who think the Anglo-Jewish 
press is still in the stage when it had to kowtow 
to various leaders in the community. The Post 
will continue to print what in its opinion it 
considers news, Mr. Goodman and any other 
Jewish leader notwithstanding, and cheap re- 
marks about the advertising the UJA may have 
used in The Post notwithstanding too. 

Most people learned years ago that The Post 
is not to be bullied. In order to be fair to Mr. 
Goodman, this editorial should state that he is 
one of the hardest working JDC men, volunteer 
or paid, in the United States and has given of 
his time and energy not only to Indianapolis, 
but also to campaign throughout the country. 
But imagine Mr. Goodman threatening the edi- 
tor of a daily paper!

Failure to look after Religious Welfare of 
Jewish Orphans leads to their conversion, Leo 
Elton writes to The London Jewish Chronicle— 
In a Devonshire village to which they were 
evacuated during the air raids, and where they 
have been living ever since, two Jewish girls, 
one of them barely 16, and the other not yet 
quite 16 years old, who came to this country 
under the auspices of the Refugee Children’s 
Movement, have just been baptized by the vicar 
of the parish. 

More than two years ago, in a written report 
which I made after visiting these children, I 
said: 

“. ... it is necessary im the interest of 
other children . .. that a searching inquiry 
shall be held for the purpose of ascertaining 
how it came about that nothing whatever 
was done for the religious welfare of these 
four children for so long. ., . It may be that 


the system is at fault, or it may be that this 
or that individual has failed in his duty or 
is inefficient. But in my opinion the responsi- 
bility must be fixed without regard of per- 
sons or fear of consequences.” , 


The other two Jewish children living in the 
village, a boy and a girl, were 14 last Novem- 
ber. Since my report all four children have 
received intermittent religious instruction. 
Latterly they have been receiving none, but I 
am correctly informed, attended Sunday school. 


Efforts will now be made, are being made, to 
deal with this shocking case and with the 
grave problem connected with *. But I con- 
sider it imperative that the conscience of the 
whole Community should be aroused that it 
will demand and secure immediately that 
searching investigation, without fear or favour, 
which was denied two years ago.

Gentlemen: 

I resigned from the congrega- 
tion for the following reasons: 

1. The banishment from the 
synagogue of activities of Jewish 
organizations constitutes an as- 
sault on one of the basic func- 
tions of the synagogue in Jewish 
community life. 

2. The insistence that the pul- 
pit reflect the views on Jewish 
and social questions of the ruling 
faction of the congregation is 
foreign to the Jewish and Amer- 
ican spirit, debases the functions 
of the rabbi, and makes it impos- 
sible for a man of character and 
jntegrity to occupy the position 
of rabbi in the congregation. 

3. The contention of the ruling 
faction that: “The basis of unity 
among Jews is Religion,” is in 
contradiction to the statement on 
Jewish Unity in the Union Hym- 
nal.: “A common past, a common 
history, common sacrifice and suf- 
fering, the same language and 
literature, 2 common hope and 
ideal and a common faith consti- 
tute the spiritual background of 
a people .. . in addition to the 
pond of believers in the same re- 
ligion, Judaism, there is the con- 
sciousness that we belong to 4 
people, the Jewish people . . .” 

4. The acrid opposition of the 
ruling faction to Zionism and to 
the rabbi because of his Zionistic 
leanings is in contradiction to the 
sentiments and ideas expressed in 
the Union Prayerbook and the 
Union Hymnal: 

“ |. Uphold also the hands of 
our brothers who toil to rebuild 
Zion . . . Ever enshrined in the 
hearts of Israel was the hope 
that Zion might be restored... 
Grant us strength that with Thy 
help we may bring a new light 
to shine upon Zion.. .” 

“As long as the heart of the 
Jew beats, and his eye is turned 
toward Zion, we have not yet 
lost our hope, the ancient hope 
of return to the land of our fa- 
thers, the land in which David 
dwelt.” : 

5. A congregation is the organ- 
ized medium for the perpetuation 
and promotion of Judaism. Beth 
Sholem Congregation is a group 
or sect having no connection with 
any recognized religious exposi- 
tion or formulation of Judaism, 
orthodox, conservative or reform. 

In order not to mislead the un- 
wary, Congregation Beth Sholem 
should publicize their creed or 
Basic Principles. 

On March 2ist, 1946, I ad- 
dressed a letter to Rabbi Jacob 
D. Schwartz, director, Commission 
on Synagogue Activities, Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, Cincinnati, Ohio, containing 
the following queries: 

1. Is there any compelling rea- 
Son for a Reform congregation 
to change the name of its house 
of worship from Synagogue to 
Temple when it was originally 
designated Synagogue? 

2. Are the aims, objectives and 
Purposes of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations or the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, or of Reform Judaism 
better served by designating a 
house of worship Temple instead 
of Synagogue? 

3. Is it desirable, from the 
Standpoint of the Union of Amer- 
Hebrew Congregations or the 


Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, for a congregation to des- 
ignate its house of worship Tem- 
ple in preference to Synagogue 
at the time of its original organ- 
ization or dedication? 

The answer to each query was 
NO! 

With the approaching meeting 
of the congregation the following 
reflections are in order: 

1. There is not a single instance 
in the history of American Jew- 
ish congregations of a change in 
the name of a house of worship 
except upon merger. The name 
by which a house of worship is 
dedicated is cherished, revered, 
and hallowed. 

2. Important questions affecting 
congregational life should be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Re- 
sponsa of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis; the Commis- 
sion on Jewish Education, the 
Commission on Information 
About Judaism, of the Union and 
the Conference; or the Hebrew 
Union College. The action of the 
Board in changing the name of 
Beth Sholem Synagogue to Beth 
Sholem Temple without consult- 
ing any authoritative body of the 
Union or the Conference betrays 
extreme parochialism. 

3. The denial of the use of the 
synagogue for ANY activity un- 
der the auspices of the Zionist 
organizations is an assault upon 
the historic nature, function and 
position of the synagogue in Jew- 
ish community life, irrespective 
of Orthodox, Conservative or Re- 
form interpretation of Judaishm. 

(a) The synagogue is not a 

private club to which the mem- 

bers of the congregation go to 
worship. It is a community af- 
fair in which every Jew feels 
that he has a place. The syn- 
agogue is to promote Jewish 

group life; it must include a 
school for children, recreational 

facilities, adult study and art 
groups, communal activities, re- 

ligious services, festivals and 
plays, and _ social activities. 

Every Jew, no matter what his 

interests are, should be identi- 

fied with the syndgogue. (Crea- 
tive Judaism, Ira Eisenstein). 

(b) The modern synagogue pro- 
vides regular public worship, a 

program of education for chil- 

dren, youth and adults, and a 

variety of other activities—so- 
cial, cultural and philanthropic. 

It also provides a meeting place 

for Jewish organizations not 

directly attached to the syna- 
gogue. The synagogue has 
béen for more than twenty cen- 
turies the spiritual home of the 

Jew, the place where he could 
be completely himself, and 

could pour out all the ardor of 

his heart. (Bernard J. Bam- 
berger, The Universal Jewish 

Encyclopedia). 


(c) The SYNAGOGUE is the 
oldest and most democratic in- 
stitution in Jewish life. It is 
the prime communal agency by 
which Judaism is fostered and 
preserved. It links the Jews 
of each community and unites 
them with all Israel. (Guiding 
Principles of Reform Judaism. 
A declaration adopted in 1937 
at the meeting of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
in Columbus, Ohio, to replace 
the “Pittsburgh Platform.’’).

Neither is the United Synagogue 
of America and its Rabbinical As- 
sembly, or the Union of Ortho- 
dox Jewish Congregations of 
America, However, in pronounce- 
ments the Union and the Confer- 
ence have given unequivocal ex- 
pression of the place that Pales- 
tine holds in the thoughts of Re- 
form Judaism. 


In the rehabilitation of Pal- 
estine, the land hallowed by 
memories and hopes, we behold 
the promise of renewed life for 
many of our brethren.

EATH of “Rabbeinu Tam.” 
Rabbi Jacob ben Meir was 
the son of Jochecheb, one of 
Rashi’s daughters. Jacob, who 
was called “Tam” (the simple,” 
an epithet applied to the patri- 
arch Jacob) was the outstanding 
rabbinical authority of his time, 
and was the leader of the “Tosa- 
fists” or “Supplementers.” It was 
these commentaries 
which supplemented the 
commentary of Rashi 
of Troyes. Tam’s chief 
work is his “Sefer Hayashar” con- 
taining principally his explana- 
tions (bi’urim) and novellae (chi- 
dushim) usually called ‘‘Tosafoth” 
or supplements. His opinions were 
sought by Jewish scholars in 
Italy, Spain and even in England. 
In 1150 he convened the Rabbini- 
eal synod at Troyes with the as- 
sistance of his brother, Samuel, 
popularly known as the Rashbam, 
to cope with the problems caused 
by the Second Crusade. Tam’s last 
act was the decreeing of a spe- 
cial fast te mourn for the martyrs 
of the Blois massacre which took 
place on May 26, 1171. He died 
two weeks later. 
* . € 
HARTER of Jewish Commu- 
{ nity at Leghorn, Italy. In 
order to insure the commercial 
progress of the free port of Leg- 
horn, the Grand Duke of Tuscany 
encouraged the settlement of Jews 
in the communities under his jur- 
isdiction. Thus, on June 10, 1593, 
a charter was issued, which al-

though addressed to aH mer- 
chants, was intended

lived as Christians, thus serving 
as a direct invitation to the Mar- 
ranos of Spain and Portugal. The 
Jews quickly accepted the oppor- 
tunity and soon Leghorn took its 
place along with Amsterdam, 
Hamburg and London, becoming 
one of the principal settlements 
of the refugees from the Inquisi- 
tion. Leghorn with its flourish- 
ing Jewish schools became known 
as “The Little Jerusalem” and it 
became the center of Jewish 
printing and _ publishing firms. 
Leghorn was one of the few cities 
in Italy where the Ghetto was 
never introduced.

ONFLAGRATION at Posen, 

' Like so many other east 
European communities, the Jew- 
ish quarter of Posen was con- 
structed entirely of wood. Thus, 
when a fire broke out in the area 
on June 11, 1590, two days after 
Shabuoth, the district was doomed 
to destruction. The general popu- 
lace resorted to pil- 
lage. Furthermore, the 
bucket chain of the 
well from which the 
water was being drawn was 
broken. Every house was razed 
by the fire and fiteen persons died 
and more than eighty Torah 
scrolls were destroyed im the

De- 
bates between Christian clergy 
and Jewish religious leaders upon 
the merits of Christianity over 
Judaism was a common occurance 
in the Middle Ages.

lenge of the Church leaders. The 
objective of these verbal tussles 
was primarily to vilify Judaism, 
and since the truth of 
JUNE 12, Christianity was taken 
1240 as being beyond ques- 
tion, any fair ar- 
gumentive points presented by the 
Jewish side were immediately in- 
terpreted as being blasphemous. 
On June 12, 1240, a public debate 
took place between Nicholas Do- 
nin, an apostate, and four Jews. 
After the disputation a tribunal 
was named to pass judgment up- 
on the Talmud. After the rabbis 
had been heard a second time, the 
Talmud was condemned to be 
burned. Two years later, twenty- 
four carloads of Hebrew books 
were solemnly burned. 
* + * 
ULL Exhibitia Nobis of Boni- 
face VIII. Boniface had cher- 
ished kindly feeling towards the 
Jews, and gave them many to- 
kens of his solicitude for their 
welfare. The Jews of Rome, espe- 
cially, owed him much for having 
delivered them from a threaten- 
ing danger. The Inquisition had 
issued a bull according to which 
an accuser or witness could re- 
main unrevealed to 
JUNE 13, the accused when the 
1299 latter was a person of 
influence. The Jews 
were naturally classed among the 
powerful persons, and a simple 
denunciation was enough to con- 
demn them. They appealed to 
Boniface, and the latter, by a bull 
dated June 13, 1299, declared all 
the Jews “unimportant” except 
those who were of recognized in- 
fluence. Boniface’s bull was prob- 
ably in consequence of the mar- 
tyrdom of Elijah de Pomi, a year 
earlier. To save the Jews of the 
community he pleaded guilty to 
all the charges placed against 
him. He was sentenced to die at 
the stake. Two anonymous elegies 
were later published to commemo- 
rate his merle Goath.

For Europe's Martyrs

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So This Is New York City 
EW YORK Jewry suffers from a peculiar form of myopia 
whenever they look at the Jewish community outside the 
five boroughs. Any consideration of the remainder of American 
Jewry is viewed as from the wrong end of a telescope here in the 
metropolitan area. It is an amazing experience to sit in at a con- 
ference of national leaders discussing program or policies or pub- 
licity and note the extent to which the importance of Jewry in the 
provinces is minimized, at times almost to microscopic nothingless. 
Fortunately, many Jewish leaders travel extensively throughout 
the country and obtain a healthier impression of the state of Ameri- 
can Jewry than those who remain constantly at their desks in New 
York. 

The metropolitan dominance and assertion of superiority is 
based on the sheer weight of numbers, yet even in numbers there 
can be weakness. I stand before a large, fashionable apartment 
house in the Bronx. There are 500 families in this house, all Jewish. 
And yet, I muse, it is entirely within the realm of possibility that 
not a single Jew in the entire building is a member of any Zionist 
organization, that only a bare handful are affiliated in any way with 
a Synagogue, and that not more than a similar handful contributed 
over five dollars each to the United Jewish Appeal. I ponder the 
Jewish ignorance of these 500 families, their indifference, if not 
hostility, to any elements of a positive Jewish life, and I hardly 
know whether scorn and contempt or pity and sorrow are upper- 
most in my feelings. 


* € * 


IT IS POSSIBLE, in this :argest Jewish assembly of Jewish 
population that has ever existed, for a Jew to withdraw utterly and 
completely from his people, and in an environment that is 100% 
Jewish, to assimilate. Perhaps assimilation is hardly the word, for 
he seldom mingles with non-Jews—only with others of his kind. 
He strips his life of its values and significance, and replaces them 
with nothing else. An avowed assimilationist or a convert at least 
makes a conscious exchange of one set of values for another, for 
better or for worse. Masses of New York Jews, however, live only 
for business, eating, sleeping and more of the same. 

In the provinces, in the typical small or medium-sized American 
city, such a Jew is the exception. The form of participation in the 
life of the Jewish community may not satisfy all the requirements 
of one or another set of standards as to what constitutes the good 
Jew, but the point is that there is a contact. Complete escape, such 
as so many New York Jews succeed in attaining, in the very midst 
of two and a half million other Jews, is impossible elsewhere. Pres- 
sure of public opinion, the will of the Jewish community, would not 
permit it. . 

= * = 

THERE’S THE DIFFICULTY! In Manhattan, Brooklyn, The 
Bronx, there is no Jewish community—there are only Jews and 
Jews and Jews and synagogues, centers, Y’s, orphan homes and 
more Jews. There is a complete absence of organization of Jewish 
life; there is no social unit. Jews may belong to an institution, or 
affiliate with a society, but each of these exists alone and inde- 
pendently. Neighbors do not know each other. There is no com- 
munity of interests, desires, goals. The element of social com- 
pulsion, which plays so prominent a part in maintaining the dis- 
cipline of our civilization, is lacking in Jewish life in New York. 

For a Jew coming to New York from a city where Jewish 
pride and Jewish consciousness are the rule, not the exception, it 
is a terrible fate to be thrown into the midst of hordes of Jews 
who have reduced their interest in Jewish life to a vacuum. On 
the other hand, such a New York Jew, who may move to Ohio or 
Michigan or Missouri, may have a difficult time of it when he dis- 
covers that many things which he thought were his private affair, 
now become the business of all his neighbors, as organized im the 
Jewish community. 

During the days of the great waves of immigration to America 
several decades ago, it was part of a planned endeavor to induce 
new arrivals to leave the big cities of the East Coast, and scatter 
thinly around the rest of the country. One such program was known 
as the Galveston Plan, seeking to divert the flood of immigrants 
at the source and have them embark on ships which were sailing 
for .Texas. Thousands of Jews now living in the West are de- 
scended from immigrants who arrived there via Galveston. 

* + * 


THE MOTIVES of those urging the decentralization were not 
of the noblest, it may be added. They were fearful lest the presence 
of large numbers of “foreign” Jews create a wave. of resentment, 
and perhaps menace the security which these earlier arrivals had 
succeeded in establishing for themselves. 

For quite other reasons today it would be beneficial to Ameri- 
can Jewry could the huge New York community be split up, and 
two million Jews scattered among a thousand cities and towns 
across the continent.

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DISPOSAL OF 2 MILLION JEWISH BOOKS, ART OBJECTS BEING STUDIED

ASHINGTON—Several million orphans are in 
temporary housing at Offenbach in Germany. They 
are the two million books, literary and religious ob- 
jects looted by the Nazis from private Jewish col- 
jections, libraries, theological seminaries and syna- 
gogues throughout Europe, collected by the United 
States Army and sent to Offenbach for preservation, 
sorting and identification. 

Early this year, the Economic Division of the 
Office of Military Government for Germany an- 
nounced that the books, a large number of precious 
scrolis and religious and cultural objects were being 
studied by a trained staff. This group operates under 
a special division of Military Government — the 
Monuments, Fine Arts and Archives division. A 
Library of Congress mission in Germany to pur- 
chase books and acquire materials confiscated from 


to fall outside this category. Not more than a half 
million volumes are thought to be identifiable so far 
as the approximately 300 original owners are con- 
cerned. The entire historical files of the Rothschild 
Brothers Bank in France is one of the important 
items so far identified. Invitations have been sent to 
United Nations governments to appoint representa- 
tives to assist in identifying claims for restitution. 

The War and State Departments, and unofficially, 
the Commission on European Jewish Cultural Re- 
construction and the World Jewish Congress, are 
examining ways and means for an equitable dis- 
position of the collection. Various suggestions, still 
in the informal stage, have been submitted to the 
State Department, which, still informally, have re- 
quested comment and opinion on them from the 
Military Governnrent.

F the readers don’t object, I don’t mind taking a little rest from 
throwing brickbats to serve a bouquet to a man who richly 
deserves it. It also means keeping a promise I once made in this 
space to devote a column to the greatest Jewish angel, Abraham 
Joseph Stybel. The time has now come. The occasion is the pub- 
lication of the 850-page double volume of Hatekufah. I shall leave 
the business of reviewing the book to Rabbi Theodore N. Lewis. 
I am going to tell the story of the publisher. 

Stybel is the greatest patron of literature in Jewish history. 
He is also the most modest man of wealth I have ever met. The 
name of this man whose office overlooking the Statue of Liberty, 
on 17 State Street, New York (Amdelta Leather Company), is at 
the same time the home of the Hatekufah, is known to every one 
familiar with modern Hebrew literature all over the world. That 
he spent about two million dollars of his fortune on promoting 
Hebrew literature is only part of the story. More important is the 
fact that it was Stybel who introduced into Hebrew literature the 
greatest classics of the world. Most interesting is his life-story. 

* + * 

ABRAHAM JOSEPH STYBEL was born in a small town in 
Western Poland whose Jewish communities have not been com- 
pletely wiped out. His father was anxious to make a scholar out 
of him and sent him to the best teachers in the countryside to 
study the Bible, the Talmud and the rabbinical codes. At some 
time during his teens, the boy became contaminated with the spirit 
of modern Hebrew literature and began reading forbidden books 
which spoke of love and nature and human problems and extolled 
the arts and the sciences. 

There was a law in Poland, then under Russian rule, that every 
Jewish religious teacher must have a minimum knowledge of the 
Russian language (a subject obviously not taught in the rabbinical 
academies of those days). Stybel told his parents he needed money 
to buy books to pass his examination before becoming a rabbi. But 
he used the money to subscribe to a correspondence course in He- 
brew bookkeeping. In those days, that was the gate to modern 
intellectual occupation for most young men destined by their par- 
ents for the rabbinate. The initiator of that famous correspondence 
course, Jacob Mark, died in New York a few years ago. 

a * * 

WHEN HIS COURSE was completed, Stybel went to Warsaw, 
ostensibly for examinations. There he shed his ghetto garb and put 
on European clothes (dressed like a “Deutsch”), trimmed his beard 
and his earlocks and went looking for a job as a bookkeeper. He 
found one in a leather importing firm. He worked twelve hours 
a day, and his duties including minding the employer’s baby. In 
his spare time Stybel read books, in Hebrew, in Polish, in German 
and in Russian—but his favorite language was Hebrew. And his 
favorite writer was David Frischman, the poet and essayist, the 
finest aesthete in Hebrew literature in his time, the man who 
fought hard to introduce European standards and a knowledge of 
European literature into Hebrew. Stybel used to subscribe to Hador 
edited by Frischman and used to go around selling subscriptions 
for it—without commission, of course, like Daniel Persky in New 
York. The height of his ambition—apart from becoming rich— 
was to have his stuff published in Hador. 

One day young Stybel wrote a short story, describing his ex- 
Periences with an insolvent debtor of his employer. He took the 
Manuscript to Frischmann (trembling all the while) and finally 
got his answer. “Young man, what is your occupation?” asked 
the great editor. Stybel told him he was a bookkeeper and that he 
expected to go into business for himself. “Young man, stick to 
business,” said Frischman, “it isn’t only writers that the Jewish 
people needs.” 

Some years later, Stybel, already a millionaire, engaged Frisch- 
man as the first editor of what was to become the greatest Hebrew 
publishing venture of all time before the recent rise of great pub- 
lishing houses in Palestine. 

* > > 

HOW DID STYBEL become a rich man? He discovered that 
American leather was being imported to Russia via Germany and 
that direct importation could cut the. cost considerably, So he had 
Stationery printed in Hebrew introducing himself as “The young 
man Abraham Joseph Stybel from Zharki now residing in Warsaw” 
on which he wrote—in Hebrew—a letter to Baron Rosen, Russian 


Ambassador in Washington, asking for the addresses of American 
leather manufacturers. After receiving the Baron’s reply—in Rus- 
sian—he sat down and wrote letters—in Hebrew—to the firms. He 
did not have enough money for stamps, so he mailed the letters 
without stamps. He received replies—mostly in German, some in 
English, none in Hebrew. Only one firm mentioned the fact that a 
stamp attached by the’ sender would come to only half the amount 
which the addressee has to pay on an unstamped missile. It is 
with that firm (gentile firm, by the way) that Stybel later de- 
veloped a life-long connection. 

When the war broke out in 1914, Stybel found himself to be 
the only leather importer with direct connections with America. 
Since trade with Germany was suspended, Stybel now had a mo- 
nopoly on the Russian leather trade, importing it via Vladivostok. 
When the Russian armies retreated before the Germans in Poland, 
Stybel moved to Moscow. It was there, in 1917, that he founded the 
Stybel Publishing House which put out the first volume of the 
quarterly Hatekufah and engaged writers to translate into Hebrew, 
Dickens and Tolstoy, and Emil Zola, and Oscar Wilde. The first 
translation he ordered was that of “The Picture of Dorian Gray.” 
Stybel wanted to see in Hebrew every book that he liked in an- 
other language. Besides, he felt it would help to create a high 
literary standard for Hebrew writers to follow and stimulate the 
writing of good. original books. 


IN MOSCOW, in 1917 was published the first volume of the 
quarterly Hatekufah (some 500 or 600 large pages) in which ap- 
peared for the first time, ““The Dybbuk” by An-sky (translated from 
the manuscript by: Bialik), Homer’s Iliad (translated by Frischman) 
and other important works in fiction, poetry and research, some 
original, others translations. 


The double volume 30-31 has now appeared in New York, after 
an interruption of six or seven years. Between Volume I in Mos- 
cow and Volume XXX-XXXI in New York lies a history of the 
change of fortunes of the Jewish people and of A. J. Stybel: Copen- 

agen, Berlin, Leipzig, Warsaw, Tel-Aviv. Hatekufah was not al- 
was published in the same city where Stybel lived, but it and the 
Stybel Publishing House managed to follow him around somehow. 
There was until a branch of the Stybel House in Tel-Aviv, but 
Stybel never visited Palestine yet. For the last six years he has 
lived in New York. 


Outside of Hatekufah, the Stybel Publishing House printed 
some seven hundred volumes, including original works and transla- 
tions. This number does not include those destroyed by the Bol- 
sheviks when they took over in Russia( the Hebrew lanquage, ac- 
cording to the Bolsheviks, is a counter-revolutionary lanquage and 
must be suppréssed). Nor does it include works contracted for and 
not delivered by the authors and translators. But the number 
does include translations from Greek, Latin, French, English, Ger- 
man, Russian, Polish, Swedish, Danish, Norwegian, Yiddish and 
some original works.

Truman Names Cabinet Committee 
For Palestine, Related Problems 


WASHINGTON-—Presiderit Truman this week appointed a Cabi- 
net committee on Palestine and related problems, composed of the 
Secretaries of State, War and Treasury, under the chairmanship 
of Secretary of States James F. Byrnes. 

The President said in a statement that he had appointed the 
committee in view of the urgency of various problems relating to 
the displaced Jews in Europe and Palestine. 

“The committee will be charged with assisting me in formu- 
lating and implementing such policy with regard to Palestine and 
related problems as may be adopted by this government.” The 
President’s statement added; “an executive order will be issued 
outlining the functions and authority of the committee in further 
detail. 

“The committee will be authorized to negotiate with the British 
government and with other foreign governments and to maintain 
contact with private organizations relative to the various matters 
arising out of the recommendations of the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry. It is my earnest hope that the Cabinet com- 
mittee will be able to undertake its urgent tasks at the earliest 
possible moment,” the statement concluded. 

The appointment of Henry Grady, former Assistant Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs, as deputy chairman of the Cabinet 
committee, will be announced shortly by the State Department 
which will also supplement the President’s statement with more de- 
tailed anformation regarding the duties of the committee.
